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| The Rite, or Cuſtome of burying 
Biſhops in the Chapter-houſe. 


The Biſhops of Durbam, when they died, 
were brought ro the Abbey-Church of Dur- 
bam, to be interr'd, and buried. The Pri. 
or, and Monks of Durham, did meet the de- 
ceas'd at the Abbcy-Church-yard gate, at 
the Palace-green, and received him there, 
and brought him through the ſaid Church, 
into the Chapter-houſe to be buricd ; ar 
which burial there was uſed great folemnity, 
and devotion by the Prior, and the Monks of 
the Church of Durham, according to the 
accuſtomable burying of Biſhops in the An- 
cient time, The accuſtomed burial of Bt- 
ſhops in thoſe times was, that they. ſhould 
be interr'd with the Habit they were wont to 
ſay Maſs in, with their Albes, Stoles, and 
Phannels, and their other Veſtments, with 
Mirres on their Heads, and their croſtcr- 
ſtaffs in their hands, and ſo laid in thcir 
Cofhns, with a little Chalice of filver, 
orner metal, or Wax; which VWax-cha- 
lice was gilt very fincly gbour the edge, and

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| the knob in the midſt of the ſhank of the 
Chalice, and about the edge of the patteh, * 
or cover, and the foot of it alſo was gilr. 


One of which Chalices was laid upon his 
breaſt in the Cofhn with him, and the co 
yer thereof naiPd down to it ; and very ſo- 
mn ſervice was done at their Funcrals. 

The Prior, and Monks, had the Horſes, 
Chariot , and all other things which came 
with the deceas'd. Biſhop, being due to them 
by cheir Ancient cuſtomez as more plainly 
doth appear in the Hiſtory of the Church of 
Durbam , alias Duzbelme, at large. 

And afterwards the Biſhops came to be 
nterred within the Abbey-Church of Dny- 
ham, and not in the Chapter-houlc, in theſe

of Sr. Cuthbe,t ( becauſe it was fo heavy ) 
there were four mcn alwayes appointed to 
wait upon it, bcftdes the Clerk, and the

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The Vice-Prior had the keyes, and keep. 
ing of St, Bede's Shrine, which ſtood in the 
Galilee. And whenſoever there was any ge- 
neral Proceſſion, he commanded his Clerk 
( giving him rhe keyes of St. Bede's Shrine) 
to draw up the cover ot it, and to take it 
down,and carry it into the Reveſtry, Then 
it was carried by four Monks in time of Pro- 
ceſſion, every principal day 3 and when the 
Proceſſion was done, it was brovght bad 
into the Galle, and the cover let down, the 
keyes being return'd by the Clerk to the Ma- 
ſter of the Feretory, 

D. Krchard Croſſeby, Maſter of the No- 
vices, There were alwayes fix Novices, 
who went daily to School within the Houſe, 
for th ſpace of ſeven years together;and one 
of the eldeſt Monks,that was learned,was ap- 


pointed to be their Tutor, The ſaid Novi-| 


ces had no wages, but meat, and drink, and 
cloathing for that ſpace, The Maſter, or 
Tutor's Office was ro (ce that thay lacked no- 
thinzz as Cowls, Frocks, Stamyne , Bed- 
ding , Boots, Socksz and when they did 
wa it any cf theſe Neceſliries, the Maſter 
had charge to call upon on? of the Chambet- 
lains, for ſuch thing:,for they never received 
Wager, 
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wages, nor handled any money in that ſpace, 
bur went caily to their Books within the 
Cloiſter, And if che Maiter found any of 
them apt to learn, and that he apply'd him- 
ſelf ro'his Book, and had a pregnant wit, he 
gave notice thereof to the Prior. Andſome 
time after he was ſent to Oxford to School , 
and there he did learn, and ſtudy Divinity ; 
and the reſidue of the Novices were kept at 
their Books, till they could underſtand their 
Service, and the Scriptures, Then at the 
ſeven years end they did (ing their firſt Maſs. 
Thc Houſe was no longer charged with find- 
ing thum Apparel, for then they entred into 
wagcs, to find themſclves Apparel, which 
wages was twenty ſhillings in the year, He 
had n'; more to find himſelt Apparel withal, 
The clJ:ft Monk in the Houſe had no more, 
except he had an Office; His Chamber was 
In thc Dorter, | 

D. Foba Porter, alias Fobz Smith, called 
Maſter Senerſton, alias Sextov. The Sexton's 
Exchequer was within the Church in the 
North-Ajlcy, over againſt Biſhop Skrrlaw's 
Altar, on the left tad as you go up to the 
Abbey to St. Cathber!'s Fereter, 
; His Ofhce was to fee that nothing were 
wanting 
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wanting within the Church z as to provide 
Bread and VVine for the Church, and Wax, 
and Lights in Winter, He had alwayes one 
Tun of Wine 'ying in the Exchequer afore- 
ſaid, for. the ule of the ſaid Church. He 
had allo Seperſton-baugh in his keeping , it 
was his charge;and St, Mary's Cup-board was 
in his Office, He was alſo to ſee all the glaſs 
Windows repaired, and the Plummer's 
work of the Church, as alſo the mending of 
the Bells, and Bell-ropes, and leathering , 
and all orher works that were nec«flary to be 
employ'd, both withinthe Church, and with- 
out, and to ſee it kept clean. All theſe things 
were to be call'd for at the Sexton's hands, 
His Office was alſo, every day to lock up all 
the keyes of every Altar in the Church (every 
Altar having its peculiar Ambrie, and ſome 
wo) andto lay them forth every morning 
berwixt ſeven and cight of the clock, upon 
the height of the Ambric (being of Wain- 
{cot ) wherein they were lock'd, ſtanding 
within the North- Quire-door , that every 
Monk might take the key, and go to what 
Altar he was iſpos'd ro ſay Maſs ar. They 
alſo went to the Chaprtcr-houſe every day 
( where all rhe Biſhops 1n the old time were 
Buricd ) 
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| Buried ) betwixt eight and nine:of the Clock, 


and there pray'd for allcheir Benefators,and 
Founders, who had bcſtowed:'any thimg on 
that Church. And ar nine of the Clock 
thete Tung a Bcll ro Maſs, called the Chap- 
«r-Maſs, which was alwayes ſung at rhe 
high Ahar ; and he that ſung the Maſs had 
alwaycs in his Afemerto all thoſe that had 
given any thing to che Church, One half 
of the Monks ſaid Maſs in the Chapter- 
Maſs time, and che other half chat ſung che 
Chaptcr-Maſs ſaid Maſs in the high-Maſs 
time. There werc at every Airar two. Cha- 
lices, and two filver Crewcrs appertaining 
to it , With Albes, and Veltments for the 
principal Feaſts, as ailo for all other dayes 
belides. Every Altar had its double Furni- 
ture , for adorning all parts of the Altar, 
ſerving both for holy dayes, and principal 
Feaſts. Their Founders , and BenetaGors 
were pray for cvery day, and had in re- 
membrance in the time of Maſs, The Sex- 
ton's Chamber was in the Dorter, and hc had 
his meat ſerved from the great Kitchin to his 
Exchequer.
